struction. Coming down the mountain the 
g@ide-bars on the driving wheels on both 
gides of the engine broke apart, rendering 
the compressed air brakes on the engine 
useless. 

Conductor Guyman applied the automatic 


‘ brakes in the passenger coach and soon 


stopped that. 

The engineer and fireman were compelled 
to abandon the engine, which was beyond 
control, and it went down the 2% per cent 
grade at a terrific speed for nearly half 
a mile, when it struck a curve, jumped the 
track and shot through the air for fully 
180 feet, going clear over a boulder fifteeh 
feet high upon the mountain side above the 
track. It ploughed immense holes in the

THE PECK-WILLIAMSON AFFAIR.

The Pushing of the Investigation De- 
pends on Whether the Board Re- 
fuses to Back Down. 


All the efforts of Attorneys Alderson and 
McEntire to secure access to certain papers 
of importance in the suit to restrain the 
execution of the School Board’s contract 
with the Peck-Williamson Heating Co. 
have proved unavalling. 


The papers they chiefly desire to examine 
are the plans and specifications filed by 
the Peck-Williamson Co. with its proposals 
for heating the schools. These are neces- 
sary to show the discrepancy between the 
contracts and the specifications under which 
the board advertised for bids. 

„Attorney McEntire tried to get access to 

these papers last 1 morning before 

the injunction suit was filed. He asked 

Architect Kirchner for the papers, and was 

told by Mr. Kirchner to go to the Building

larly under the Board’s plans and specifica- 
tions. It is merely directed against the 
execution of the Peck-Willlamson contracts.

JAMES W. ALBEN’S LEGAL MS- 
TORY OF AMERICAN MONEY. 


A VALUABLE COMPILATION. 


His Arguments Against Gold Rein- 
forced From Reports of Republic- 
an Secretaries of the Treasury. 


—— 


A complete synopsis of the coinage laws 
of the United States has been prepared by 
Second Deputy City Auditor James W. 
Allen. It is a valuable compilation and is 
presented by the Post-Dispatch as such. 

In addition Mr. Allen has prepared ex- 


tracts from the reports of Republican Sec- 
retaries of the Treasury and from a re- 

rt of Daniel Manning, Secretary of the 
Freasury during Mr. Cleveland’s first ad- 
ministration, which in their bearing on the 
currency question reinforce the arguments 
against the gold standard of the Republi- 
cans which are found in the compilation 
of the currency laws. 

L. M. Morrill, Secretary of the Treasury 
under ex-President Grant, was one of the 
etanchest Republicans of that ¢ime. Mr. 
Allen presents the following extract from 
Secretary Morrill's report dated Dec. 4, 


1876 

question whether the pledged faith 

United States to pay the obligations 
in coin would justify their payment in the 
silver dollar is of no small importance as 
affecting public securities of the United 
States. In any discussion of the question 
it must be conceded in the outset that the 
silver dollar was the unit of value, having 
the quality of legal tender for sums 
and in all cases, and that the terms of the 
United States’ obligations do not exclude 
payment therein, and that the act of 1869 
in which is the pledge of payment in coin 
does not in terms discriminate ainst sil- 
ver. These provisions are b enough 
in terms, to include payment in either gold 
or silver.“ 

December 2, 1878, the Secretary 
deems it proper to state that in 
the meantime, in the execution of 
the law as it now stands, he will feel it 
to be his duty to redeem all United States 
notes presented on and after Jan. I next 
(1879) at the office of the Assistant Treas- 
urer of the United States in the city of 
New York with either gold or silver coin, 
as desired by che holder, but reserving the 
legal option of the Government.” 

The following is taken by Mr. Allen from 
the report of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
dated Dec. 1, 1879: 

“The coinage of standard silver dollars 
has been kept fully up to the requirements 
of law, notwithstanding the difficulty ex- 
perienced in procuring silver bullion for the 
mints at San Francisco and Carson at 
market rates.” 

On Dec. 5, 1881, a report prepared by the 
Secretary of the Treasury contained the fol- 
lowing: 

hat most of the European nations have 
a deep interest in a proper adjustment of 
the ratio between gold and silver coinage, 
if not deeper than the United States, ad- 
mits of no doubt. We furnish the world 
with the largest proportion of both gold 
and silver, and our exports command the 
best money of the world. We need not ap- 
pear anywhere as supplicators when we 
clearly may be the controllers.”’ 

From a report of ex-Secretary of tte 
Treasury Daniel Manning, under President 
Cleveland, dateu wee. 6, 1886, Mr. Allen has 
extracted the following: 

‘Had the right of free monetization been 
withdrawn from the owners and miners of 
gold as it has been recently withdrawn from 
the owners and miners of silver by nations

Mr. Allen’s compilation of the coin laws 
of the United States covers all legislation 
from 1792 to the present. Interesting notes 
are added by Mr. Allen. In te soe the 
synopsis he makes the following com- 
meni: 

“The coinage question is of such vital 
importance in this campaign, and in fact 
to the welfare, if not (co the lite of our 
Government, that it is important that the 
facts of history should be known. 

“Scarcely a speech is made or an article 
written that there do not „* * ere 
errors and statements which mis! 0 

“The information now submitted was ob- 
tained from the coinage laws of the United 
States, the Congressional records and from 
reports of officers of the Government. It 
has been compiled with care, and is strictly 
correct and non-partisan. 

“It appears, as a matter of history, that 
previous to the adoption of the Federal 
Constitution, the circulating medium of the 
country consisted chiefly of foreign coins. 
The money of commerce, and the practical 
unk, was the Spanish miller dollar. 

“In keeping accounts in the order of the 
dollar game the English pounds, shillings 
and pence. Besides these were also the 
French and Portuguese coins. These coins 
in 1776 were given the following values in 
dollars: N 

“English guinea, $4.66 2-3; French mea. 
64.55 5-9; Johannes, $16; Spanish pistoles, 
$3.66 2-3; French pistoles, $8.33 1-3; Moidore 
$6; English and French crowns, $111 15 
each; English shilling, 22 2-9 cents.” 

Following is Mr. ‘Allen's synopsis of all 
coin legislation in the Untted States: 

Under articles/of confederation, July 9

declares that no State shall com money, 
emit bills of credit, or make anything but 
gold and silver coin a legal tender in pay- 
ment of. debts.” 

The act of April 2, 1782, authorized the 
coinage of the eagie, $10, or units, to con- 
tain 247 4-8 grains of pure, or 270 of stand- 
ard gold; the half and quarter eagles in 
the same proportion, $5 and $2.50 respective- 
ly: the silver dollars, or units, each of the 
Spanish milled dollar, as the same was 
then current, to contain 371 4-16 grains of 
pure, or 416 of standard silver; half and 
quarter — dimes and half dimes in 
same proportion. 

Cents, each of the value of the one hun- 
dredth part of a dollar; were required to 
contain eleven pennyweights of r, and 
half cents, five and a h pennyweights of 
copper.

BOSS PLATT Is SORE. 


Feels He Was Turned Down and Says 
Something About “Sharper Than 
a Serpent’s Tooth.

NEW YORK, Aug. 31—Mark Hanna is 
a very smart man. He wants money, too, 
or says the does, for politicians must be 
paid.

Reports 
from the West are not of a character to 
encourage Mr. Hanna, and he wants money 
and lots of it right away to use in Oho 
and States bordering on the Mississippi. 
Mr. Quay and Mr. James 8. Clarkson of 
Iowa and others celebrated for their abil ty 
as political financiers will advise with Mr. 
Hanna as to the best plan for arousing the 
Fast from its condition of languor and to 
make the moneyed men who want McKin- 
ley elected see the necessity of putting up 
some money. 


In political circles speculation is rife as 
to what course Mr. Platt will pursue toward 
the lieutenants who told him that his 
nomination for Governor would likely prove 
ruinous to the party in this State.

THAT MEXICAN DOLLAR. 

No greater service could be done the 
Democratic party than is being done by 
those who bring Mexican dollars into this 
country and exhibit them as illustrations 
of the depreciation of silver. * 

The fall in the value of the Mexican 
dollar since 1873 shows the fall in the 
products of American labor, including 
silver, under the gold standard. Prior to 
1873, the Mexican silver dollar was worth 
more than the American gold dollar, and 
if we monetize silver it will be worth 
more again. , 

In the meantime it is at the same dis- 
count against gold as are American labor 
and all the products of American labor. 
Gold and debt are forced up. Everything 
else is forced down. Prof. John Clark 
Ridpath has recently collected statistics 
showing the immense appreciation in the 
gold dollar value of the national debt 
since 1873. The purchasing power of the 
national debt, he says, is greater in 1895 
than that of the national debt in 1866, 
as follows: 
In the case of wheat by..646,778,000 bushels 
In the case of flour by 90,780 barrels 
In the case of cotton ’ 

eee eee 8,673,000, 000 pounds 
In the case of mess pork 

by . 51,339,000 barrels 
In the case of wool by. . . 425,625,000 pounds 

Thus, although we have paid a thou- 
sand million dollars on the national debt 
in a quarter of a century, it would now 
take over eight thousand million pounds 
of cotton to pay it more than it would 
have taken when we began paying. 

A bushel of wheat would pay a dollar 
of debt when we began. Now the dollar 
of debt has been appreciated until it 
takes two bushels of wheat. So the West 
is made poorér and poorer. And so the 
Mexican dollar whose value has been cut 
in two by demonetization shows the 
cause. The value of the West and South, 
of all the staple products of our labor, 
has also been cut in two. |

THE BALLOON TRAGEDY. 

It is a moot question how far the com- 
munity should interfere with reckless in- 
dividuals in doing acts that are dangerous 
to themselves.

To allow a frail woman to ascend 
alone, especially with but one sound hand 
to rely upon, seems gross recklessness. 
In the name of humanity such tragedies 
as that of last Friday at the County 
Fair Grounds ought to be made impos- 
sible.

Mexican Wages and Prices. 


The Treasury Reserve.“ 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch.

General being virtually dismissed by the 
Cuba Conservatives. 

In the last war Captaln-General Dulce was 
sent back to Spain by the Volunteers—Con- 
servatives and Vcluntecersé are the same peo- 
ple.

DISSOLVE. 


AN OLD WHOLESALE HOUSE. 


The Senior Members Feel That They 
Have Earned a Rest and 
Will Take It. 


The old and honored wholesale dry goods 
firm of H. T. Simon, Gregory & Co. makes 
formal announcement that it will retire 
from business ag soon as the stock of goods 
on hand can be disposed of. 

This step was decided upon Monday morn- 
ing at @ meeting of the directors of the 
firm. The reason assigned is that Mr. Simon 
and Mr. Gregory desire to retire from busi- 


ness. 

For many years this firm has been one 
of the most prominent in the city. Its com- 
mercial agents have carried the name of St. 
Louis through all the West and Southwest. 
From a capital of $20,000, at its founding in 
1851, its wealth grew steadily until in 2 it 
was incorporated for $600,000. It has a sur- 

lus of $100,000 and is estimated to have 

one a business of $1,000,000 a month, 

The founders of the firm were Henry T. 
and Albert G. Simon. Their place of busi+ 
ness was then at 18 North Main street. In 
1864 Charles R. Gregory, who had been a 
clerk in the dry foods house of Tevis, 
Scott & Tevis, wi H. T. Simon, was ad- 
mitted to the firm. 

m that time until now the firm name 
has been H. T. Simon, Gregory & Co., save 
for a few years, when it was known as H. 
T. Simon Morse. Even then, Mr. Greg- 
ory, who was in Europe, retained an inter- 
est in the concern, 

After Mr. Gregory’s admission headquar- 
ters were removed to 307 North Main street 
and late im 1876 to the southwest corner of 
Seventhstreet and Washington avenue. In 
1877 the building occupied by the firm was 
destroyed by fire. It was immediately re- 
built and was occupied until 1881, when 
the firm moved to the northeast corner, di- 
agonally opposite, It has remained there 
ever sinoe. 

The retirement of H. T. Simon, Gregory 
& Co. from business comes in the nature 
of a surprise to the commercial] world, and 
has led to the insinuation that political dif- 
ference between the partners caused it. 

Mr. Simon is an advocate of the gold stan- 
dard, although a Democrat, Mr. Gregory 
is a firm believer in free silver. 

If their words are to be given any cre- 
dence, this theory as to their retirement 
does them an injustice. 

2 Mr. Gregory was asked about it, he 


said: 

“That insinuation is unjust. The feeling 
between Mr. Simon and myself has been 
that of brothers since we were 16 years of 
age, and is that to-day. I have not even 
discussed the financial question with him. 

“We are closing our business because we 
have been in it for many years. We are 
both getting along in years. My health is 
not at all good. 1 do not feel strong and I 
think I have earned retirement. 

Please say that the most cordial relations 
exist between Mr. Simon and myself, 

We shall dispose of our stock as rapidly 
as possible and wind up all our affairs im- 
mediately if we have to make a sacrifice to 
do it. This step has been in contemplation 
since last spring. By the first of the year 
at least, we expect that everything will 
have been disposed of.“ 

Mr. Gregory was asked if he thought St. 
Louis would be able to hold the business 
formerly done by his own concern and 
that of Samuel C. Davis Dry Goods Co. 
which Eecently retired. He sald he though 
it would all divided among the other 
St. Louis houses.

In this he 
was eminentle successful, and has been at 
his post ever since. 

As a proof of the good Doctor's influence 
it may be stated that the ecclesiastica 
year ending October 1, 1896, has been the 
most successful season the church has ex- 
perienced in recent years, from a spiritual 
standpoint. The membership tas been in- 
creased by 330. 


Dr. Mathews’ ser fice as a minister of the 
gospel is almost contemporaneous with the 
existence of tue Southern Methodist Epis- 
copal Chur.ca. The split n the main body 
occurred im 184, and Dr. Mathews was or- 
dained November 5, 1846. 

Th's year will witness the close of his first 
hal century in the service of the church, 
nd the event will be fittingly celebrated at 
the annual conference of the Southern 
Methodist District, to be held at Charleston, 
Mo., commencing September 30. 

One session will be devoted wholly to the 
jubilee, and ‘Dr. Mathews will deliver a 
semi-centennial sermon. 

Preparations for the event have been go- 
ing on for some time. Affer great diffi- 
culty the Doctor has succeeded in securing 
a dilapidated copy of the Nashville Advo- 
cate, published at Nashville, Tenn., in No- 
vember, 1846, containing an account of his 
ordination to the ministry. 

One hundred and seventy-five other young 
ministers were ordained at the same time, 
and of all that number, as far as known, 
only four are living to-day. 

The Tennessee Conference came to be 
known as the Jerusalem Conference, on 
account of the large number of ministers 
and missionaries it sent out to the world. 

Dr, Mathews’ first appointment was what 
was known as the Middleton circult, a wild 
mountainous territory in the vicinity of 
Murfreesboro, Tenn. 

“I look back upon those days as the hap- 
— time in my life,“ said Dr. Mathews to 4 

ost-Dispatch reporter. I was young and 
timid, but full of hope and ambition, and it 
seems to me now that those rough, honest 
people treated me even better than I de- 
served. But it was like bread that was 
cast upon the waters. Even at this late 
date, 14 years away from those primitive 
scenes, I still have the opportunity of be- 
friending the children or grandchildren of 
those good old mountaineers, and probably a 
dozen cases have presented themselves since 
I have been in St. Louls. Kindness always 
pays.“ 

In 1852 Dr. Mathews was sent to Sacra- 
mento, Cal., but he was recalled in 1853, and 
the Tennessee Conference, which then in- 
cluded a part of Alabama, stationed him at 
Florence, Ala. 

There he wooed. won and wed the woman 
who is still his wife, in 1856. She was then 
iss Mary Menifee, who resided in South- 
ern Alabama, and soon afterward, at his 
own request, he was transferred to the Ala- 
bama nference and stationed at Mont- 
gomery. 

During a part of the war period he was 
pastor to what was termed the most in- 
tellectual congregation of Southern Metho- 
dism,” at Tuscaloosa, Ala. 

Mrs. Mathews inherited a vast number of 
slaves from her father's estate, and the 
Doctor, by good management, was enabled 
to save a small fortune from the wreck of 
war. This sum he finally invested in New 


Orleans city securities, where it grew to 


goodly proportions; but in the 80s he lost the 
whole amount by investing in Kansas City 
real estate. 

From 1870 to 1881, Dr. Mathews was loca- 
ted in New Orleans. During the five years 
following he was in Kansas City, and dur- 
ing the last week of September, 1886, he 
came to St. Louis. With his history since 
that time the public ts familiar. 

Dr. Mathews was born in Pennsylvania, 
but removed with his parents at an early 
age to Tennessee. His age is a matter that 
he has concealed for years—for the reason 
that age cannot always be truly reckoned 
by the calendar—but on the day of his jubi- 
lee he has promised to reveal the mystic

TO REFORM TIN CUP ROW. 


A Famous Haunt of Female Criminals 
to Be Broken Up. 


Capt. O'Malley has decided to reform 
Tin Cup Row. 

Two patrol wagons backed up to that fam- 
ous row of shanties Sunday midnight, and 
loaded with negresses, who were taken to 
the Central Police Station. 


There is no telling how many thousands 
of dollars have been stolen in the six houses 
in the row during their existence as im- 
moral resorts. The police think $25,000 is a 
moderate estimate. 

Within the last two days three victims 
have lost a total of $197, and that caused 
Capt. ne tae to decide to reform the 
neighborhood. 

The houses 618, 618%, 620, 622 and 628 
Clark avenue and the one around the cor- 
ner at 810 South Seventh street have been 
“hang outs for women thieves for over 
twenty years. ~*~ 

Years ago the houses were given the name 
of Tin Cup Row, and it has clung to them 
ever since. The row has been the scene of 
many murders. There were three in the 
last year, and nearly every night some man 
calls at the Four Courts and complains of 
havi been, robbed in one of the houses. 

Sunday David O’Jones, 704 Pine street, 
and W. A. 8 , Division street, 
complained to the Central Police Station 
that they had been robbed in the row. 
Together they had lost $107. A few hours 
later a man who declined to give his name 
said that he had been robbed of $90. 

The authorities have found i difficult 
to sustain charges of larceny against wo- 
men as their victims decline to prosecute, 
dreading the notoriety. 

Last winter a white man named Halloran 
was robbed of $22 in one of the houses and 
because he threatened to report the matter 
to the police one of the wenches disembow- 
eled him with a razor. She is now in jail 
awaiting trial for murder. 

Last spring two young men visited the 
row and as they were leaving one was 
knocked down by a brick and while uncon- 
scious was robbed by the women. He died 
in a few days from a broken skull, but no 
one wac ever arrested for this c @ as 
the police could not learn who threw the 
brick.

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The local Democrats will have their 
ticket in the field first in this campaign.

Democratic candidates are of course not 
as plentiful as Republicans, as the returns 
from the last two or three elections held in 
the city have not been as encouraging as 
the leaders would have liked. This year 
the Democracy is better organized than 
before and with a strong ticket and a har- 
monious feeling in the ranks, the leaders see 
no reason why the candidates should not 
be elected, 

The new election law is expected to bring 
out the largest vote in the history of the 
city and the party that does the most ef- 
fective registration work will land the win- 
ning ticket. Under the new election act 
every person will have to register and ther 
will be but three days for him to do it, a 
a citizen who fs away from town on the 
6th, 10th and 13th of October will lose his 
vote, as these are the only days the registry 
offices will be open. An office will be 
opened in every voting district in che city, 
so there will be little inconvenience given 
anyone who desires to register. 

It is estimated that there are not less 
than 125,000 people in the city entitled to 
vote and there will be some active work on 
the part of the precinct committees to get 
every man on the record. The leaders fig- 
ure that there will be not less than 100,000 
votes polled, but the increased number of 
polling plages will make it easy to receive 
th.s number and many more. 

Both city committees are now at work get- 
ting their preeinct workers ready to stir up 
the voters for the three days set apart for 
the registration. There are many mo- 
cratic leaders who believe that the city can 
be carried by a good sized majority with 
active, intelligent registration work. 


The offices for which nominations will be 
made in the City Conventions are five Cir- 
cuit Judges, Sheriff, Circuit Attorney, As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney, Public Administra- 
tor and Coroner. The two Judges of the 
Criminal Courts are included with the Cir- 
cuit Judges, as the new law goes into effect 
after this election ving the Circuit Judges 
urisdiction in criminal cases. The Criminal 

udges will assign two of their number to 
the criminal courts, when they meet in 
general term after the election, 

The Democratic Judicial candidates are 
Judges Daniel Dillon, John M. Wood, Thom- 
as B. Harvey, Thomas A. Russell and Hen- 
ry L. Edmunds, all of whom are now on the 
bench. Judge Frank M. Estes and M. N. 
Sale are also urged to make the race. 
Phar Republican Judicial candidates are 
Gustav Finkeinberg, E. C. Elliott, Hugo 
Muench, Daniel D. Fisher, Horatio D. Wood, 
John A. Talty, Seldon P. Spencer, F. A. 
Wind and Wm. Zachritz. he first five 
candidates have been indorsed by the Bar 
Association, but not one thus favored is 
favored by Uncle Filley. He is known to 
favor 22 Talty, Zachritz, Wind and 
Rufus J. Delano. For this reason these 
ht are reasonably certain of going on the 

cket. 

For Sheriff the Democrats have but one 
avowed candidate, and that is Harry A. 
Guingzgburg, who gave Sheriff Troll such 
a close race two years ago. The others 
mentioned are Col. Jack P. Richardson, J. 
C. Lohrum and C. E. Hannauer. 

The Republican race is limited to Sheriff 
Troll, who seeks re-election, and his old 
enemy, John Henry Pohlman. Poh!iman 
has never become reconciled %o the meth. 
ods employed by Troll’s friends when they 
rolled him in the Republican City. Conve 
tion two years ago. Pohlman has the 
best workers in the party at his back, and 
if he does not relent, it is thought that 
Troll will — oe the second term usually 
given the Sheriff. 

For Circuit Attorney ti Democrats offer 
Lee Meriwether, the present Labor Com- 
missioner; Charles T. Noland and Ben F. 
Clark. This will be the most interesting 
contest in the convention. 

The Republican aspirants for this office 
are John A. Gernez and Willis H. Clark. 
Both have strong pulls and energetic sup- 
porters.
